TIS HANGING OF MR*, GROVES’S 
RAVISGABES. 


The Charge o2 the Jati—Piteous Ap- 
peal for Mercy—im the Hands of 
the Hob— ling at the Wrong 
Eed of a BRepe—wother Victims of 
Unbridied Passion. 

SPRINGFIELD, Tenn., June 21.—The 
mob which entered town yesterday 
morning at one o’cluck and took from 
jail Pearson and Saddler, the alleged 
ravishers of Mrs. Groves, May 16, near 
Mitchellsville, immediately galloped 
off in an easterly direction. Shortly 
aiter daylight, a report came in that 
the bodies of the two men were 


SWINGING FROM A TREE, 


about three miles from town. Every 
possible means of conveyance was 
pressed into service, numbers proceed- 
ed to the spct on foot, and the remains 
were viewed by hundreds. They hung 
from the same limb, abcut two 
feet apart, end almost touching 
the ground. The rope: used was 
an old greasy plow line, which a few 
more pounds of weight would have 
broken. The lynchers had evidently 
held the men up in their arms while 
the rope was tied, then letting them 
hang until strangled to desth. No 
marks of violence were found on their 
persons except those caused by the 
sirangulation. The mob stayed until 
completely satisfied that the men were 
dead. Some of them were seen just 
before daylight yesterday morning, 
aout eight miles from town, on their 
way home. Nothing is known of what 
occurred at the Inyching, whether the 
nea confessed or not. 


THE DELIVERY AT THE JAIL 


was an easy affair. Sheriff J. 8. Jones, 
who is also jailor, had been out in the 
country, and returned about dark. Al- 
though there had been rumors in town 
that an attempt would be made to 
lynch Pearson and Sadler that night, 
little credence was given them, the gen- 
eral sentiment being that the men were 
not in imminent danger and that the 
law would take its course. It had not 
been considered necessary even to take 
extra precautions.

The Sundry Civil Bill. 

Special to the Chicago T mes. 
WasHINGTON, June 18—The first 
question to-day was upon the aduption 
of Mr. Blaine’s amendment, or the 
amendment offered by Jones, of Flor. 
ida, in regard-to the payment of claims 
for mail-carrying by confederate con- 
tractors for services performed prior to 
the breaking out of the war. Jones’s 
original amendment simply directed 
tne secretary of the treasury to make 
payment for these claims upon certifis 
cates of the postoffice department 
showing the amount due in each case 
for the particular service performed. 
AS was slated in last night’s dispatches, 
it was upon this amenument that

in the history of congress have bitterer 
invectives and more emphatic language 
been indulged in. Authority for the 
payment of these claims was granted 
by congress in a law passed in the last 
days of the last congress, but for some 
reason or other the claims have not al!

AS TO CONVENTIONS. 

General Toombs, writing to Mr. Em» 
ory Speer—if we remember correctly— 
announces with something of a flourish 
that when he was in politics before the 
war not one county in nine held con- 
ventions, and when they did the peo- 
ple did not consider themselves bound 
by the action of these bodies. Kuow- 
ing well the sagacity of Gen. ‘Toombs, 
we are at a loss to understand precisely 
what argument he intends to adduce 
from the fact he states, but Mr. Speer 
is quick to interpret it as an argument 
in favor of independent candidates, 
and, as such, he _ publishes it 
in his,paper. Such an interpretation, 
it seems to us, however, does gross vio~ 
lence to the logic of inference as well 
as to the logic of events. Before the 
war the political parties opposed to each 
other were honest and conscienti us, 
and each administered public affairs 
with the scrupulous intention of bane- 
fitting the people. The ayerage voter 
was not only honest, but, what is more, 
he was intelligent and knew where his 
best interests lay. Will Gen. Toombs 
tell us that such a state of things existe 
to-day? Will he tell us that both pos 
litical parties are equally honest? Will 
he maintain that the average voter of 
to-day is intelligent, or that he has all 
the qualifications of a good citizen? 
Wili he insist that it is wise to disor- 
ganiza the democratic party, while a 
corrupt organization, silent, but com- 
paratively powerful, is quietly awaiting 
an opportunity to recover lost ground? 
We maintain that in the present cons 
dition of things the convention is a 
necessity of our politics—that it is our 
only safeguard. Its machinery may 
be awkward, its representation une- 
qual and its results sometimes unfair; 
but it is the best we can do. We must 
have harmony—we must have unity - 
in order to defeat a dangerous and al- 
ert element in or politics, and 
we know of nothing that will answer 
quite as weli as conventions. If they 
are unfair—if they do not represent the 
will of the people, it is the fault of the 
people themselves; and it ‘is folly for 
the ambition of one man to attempt to 
correct it. If General Toombs and Mr. 
Speer can suggest no better remedy for 
conventions than disorganization and 
demoralization they would do well to 
let matters remain as they are, 


THE ARMY BILL 

Although the house had to yield its 
propositions to reduce the army to 20,» 
000 men, and to transfer the Indian 
bureau to the war department, yet the 
army bill as it became a law contains 
nota few valuable features of reform. 
Out of the deadlock between the dem-~ 
ocratic house and the holdback repub- 
lican senate some substantial good was 
certainly secured.

army lobby will now be as much in 
favor of some reform measure as they 
have heretofore been against it, They 
cannot afforl to stand up for abuses 
when the existence of those abuses 
prevents both promotion and appoint 

ment. 

The till also provides for an annual 
Saving of at least a million dollars 
through the slashing off of allowances 
to commissioned officers. Allowances 
of forage can only be made to officers 
in actual service in the field. The 
commutation ot quarters is greatly re. 
duced. In short an officer’s pay will 
hereafter be the principal sum that 
he receives. 

Perhaps, however, the greatest gain 
that the bill affords relates to the use of 
the army.

WHAT THE PHONOGEAFEH B. 
The phonograph is, to all appearance, simply 
a piece of iron roller, mounted on a wil lass 
It is surmounted by a mouthpiece, in»‘de of 
which are arrayed a few needles. Juit uiders 
neath these needles, wrapped closely aroutd the 
rolier, is a sheet of tinfoil. The vice «f the 
man who speaks to the phonograph, ehcwts in 
thie mouthpiece. The wavesof his voice, strike 
ing against the needles, impinge them evainst 
the tinfoil and make little [perforations th»-rein. 
The roller aust be turned siowly and regalarly 
as the voic2 is poured in through the mi .ath- 
piece. When it is desired to reproduce the 
voice, the phonograph is turned and the “words 
are sounded distinctly and in fac-simile, 
THE RESULT OF THE EXPERIMENTS. 
There is no doubt that the phonograph ex- 
ceeded the expecions of those who sw it. 
The experiments made suct®eded wonde:fully. 
The first words spoken to it were these: “Mr 
Phonograph, will you talk?” A breathless pause 
succeeded this question. The operator then 
turned the roiler steadily, and from the <jepths 
of the phonograph came the words, in rbost- 
like metallic tones, ‘Mr Phonograph, wil! you 
talk?” There was something ectually uncanny 
about it. The few epectators looking woader- 
ingly im each other’s faces, avd Harris )‘urned 
pale to the roots of his hair, which was a pretty 
good pale. It almost surpassed belief, th«t this 
simple instrument coud so reproduce the sounds 
of the buraan voice. 
4 The oper.tor then barked in it, and when he 
turned the crank you would have thought that 
he was turning it over the toes of an i*npris- 
oned dog. He sung into it and the tunt was 
reproduced with startling distiactness, with a)! 
the infleetions. A cornet solo that was poured 
into the iustrument from tbe lips of some ‘ousi- 
cal Maconuite, was then reproduced, and gave 
great delight tothe crowd. The song of *‘Oid 
Uncle Ned”’ was then sung to the foil and @ tune 
whistled ia over it. The song and the whistle 
were then reproduced simultaveously. The 
marvelous instrument then crowed, prayed, 
laughed, whooped, coughed and issued every 
sound that the human voice was capab.e c/ sug- 
gesting to it. 
The tones of the voice are perfectly ‘epros 
duced, and the accent memorably preserved, 
but the volume of the voice is much les* than 
in nature, ‘The gutteral souads are occasivnally 
indistiact, but words spoken into it clearly can 
be heard across a large room Very plainly. 
Prof. Win. Henry Peck spoke a Shaksp¢arian 
quotation into the phonograph, and every found 
of his voice was reproduced with perfe* dis- 
tinciness, even the catches that he purposely 
threw in, deing duplicated. In pronounciiig the 
word “rat’’ he rolled his ‘r’s’’ and the ms<hine 
in reproducing the word would have wiade a 
Frenchman ashamed of himsel. The mavhine 
is a veritable wonder, and every citizen vf At” 
lanta should be sure and see it.
